It has often been said that Canadt 
is the interpreter of U.S.A. to 
Urituin and that she is the link be- 
tween the old worid and the new, 
Howerer, Canada’s great contr: 
bution to thy war etfort of the Aliied 
Rations lus given her a status which 
carries the obligation of taking u 
leading part in the struggle to win 
the peacy, ‘Lhe ending of the war 
does not mean peace but it wiil pro- 
vide the opportunity for planning, 
with tne devermivation to secure en- 
during freedom from war. Only irce- 
dom trom the fear of war will make 
security and the other freedoms poss- 
ible, 

Almost a million Canadians are ep- 
listed in the armed services, They 
are offering life itself and many have 
made the supreme sacrifice in tha 
terrible war, ‘Ijney present for our 
amulation a front of ‘unity and com- 
mon purpose, They are anxious to 
fitiish the job and return quickly to 
their loved ones, They rightly ask, 
“Wihjat will be our lot, the lot of our 
dependents and the rest of us whon 
the war-is done?” ‘Will history re- 
yeat itself; will our sons be called 
mpon to fight as we and our fathers 
have been? 

The paramount duty to provide a 
new order that will meet the reason- 
able requests implied in these ques- 
tions is the challeuge to those not ex- 
posd to the horrors of battla. 

With the hope and the fixed pur. 
pose of advancing toward that goaj 
of better conditions, a conference 
wil] ‘be held in San Francisco, start- 
ing next month, The objevts briefly 
are to plan to 

1, Maintain 
and security. 

2, To develop friendly relations 
among ‘peace loving nations. 

8. To achieve co-opyration among 
nations in thie solution of economic, 
trade, social and other humauitarian 
problems, 

4. To build a centre for action in 
driving, towards these objectives, 

‘he Prime Minister has a resolu- 
tion asking the House to endorse the 
acceptance of the invitation to send 
delegates to this confqrenve. Alj 
parties will be represented in the 
delegation, Whatever is worked out 
must be submitted to Parliament for 
approval. The debate on this resolu 
tion gives an indication of the for- 
eign policies of the different parties, 
The Liberals, Progressive-Conserva- 
tives and C.C.F, members seem tu 
ibe unanimously in favor of it. They 
wil] not insist. on getting everything 
but do favor making the best plan 
possible to banish war forever and 
establish social] justice. The Quebes 
Block are solidly against it. \They 
think conferences will draw Canada 
into further wars. and they are 
strongly, isolation, The _ Socia) Credit 
fear that sovereignty will be sur. 
reydered to a Supernational Body and 
that there wil] be a disastrous control 
of finance. 

The proposed plan will be as fol. 
lows: 

Thera will be a general assembly 
composed of representatives of al] 
members with one vote for each 
fountry, Thq assembly will elect 
non-permanent representatives on 
the security council, the secretarica 
and judges of the International Court. 
It would vontro] budgets and allot 
4xpenses. It will ihave wide powers 
in supervision of thie economic, sociay 
end humanitarian activities. Its de- 
decisions would be reached by a two- 
third majority of votes, 

The Security Counci] will dea} with 
internationa] disputes and situations 
that might lead to friction between 
nations, Theirs will be tha task of 
guarding the peace of the world, It 
wil] consist of -five permanent mem- 
bers thq U.S.A., U.S.S.R., Unitea 
Kingdom, France and China, also 
8ix other members elected by the 
Assembly for two years and not im. 
mediately eligible for re-election, 
Each member wil] have one vote and 

* seven votes out of eleven will be 
necessary for ‘a decision,

CONTROL SRRING FIRES 
TO HAVE MORE BIRDS 


Spring is ahead-of time, at least 
it looks that way mow. Mallards, Pin- 
tails, Canada Geese, Meadowlarks, 
Killdear—all ground nesting birds- - 
are back ten days ahqad of time. If 
this wéather keeps up they will be 
nesting earlier than usual. 

By the same; token, the stubble 
fields and haylands will be ready to 
burn that much earlier too, Where 
burning is to be done—get it dona 
before April 15—before that if poss- 
jhle—and save untold numbers of 
birds’ neste from destruction. 

Ducks start to nest about April 20 
Prairie chicken and Hungarian part- 
ridge start early in May; so do many 
other ground nesting, insect-eating 
hirds, 

These birds consume thousands of 
bushels of woxious insects, Theiy 
steady pressure on insects head of# 
destructive outbreaks, On farm ang 
communities, where stubble and bay- 
lands are burned before April 20, 
birds increase with astonishing 
rapidity.‘ Lands that ane to be 
summer-fallowed should be burned 
ever before April 20-—earliar if poss. 
ible. )This discourages birdy from 
nesting on fields which are to be 
ploughed at the tima eggs or young 
are in the nests, 

Control the burning. See that it 
does not destroy good nesting covert 
or wood lots; or run wild into mansh) 
lands, ‘Firq is a good servant but 
a terrible master. 

Wild life is a crop which thrives 
under wise management. Birds are 
valued co-operatons with farm@rs, iy 
the fight to vontrol grasshoppens and 
like pests, 

Burning stubble and Haylands— 
wherg necessary, before April 20 
means more birds, fewer ixsect 
pests, better farm crops, happieg 
communities,

working capacity. Stoke Mandeville 
hospital, which is administered by the 
United Kingdom Ministry of Pensions 
has played a big part in restoring 
wary casualties, but its greatest tri- 
umph hae been in the field of pare 
alysis,. Hitherto, the victim of Par- 
aplegia—paralysis of tha. lower ex- 
tremities asa result of injury to the 
epinal cord—was considered beyond 
al] hope of rehabilitation. A team of 
British experts, aided by a distin+ 
guished neurologist—a Jewish refugeq 
from Na# Germany—undertook to 
golve this problem, Their success is 
beyond question, and thi Stoke 
Mendeville treatment has already 
been adopted by other hospitals. The 
wew treatment bakes use of all the 
latest discoveries in surgical and 
practice and of new remdial 

drugs, auch as Penicillin. Psychology 
and physio-therapy also play an im- 
portant part. It consists of three 
main stages: active treatment, ro 
adaption, and permanent settlement 
and employment. ‘Such progress has 
been made that already a number of 
paraplegics a Stoke Mandeville are 
employed at a local wireless factory, 
while continuing to live in the hog.

For Germany damage that can be wrought through the. uh- 
scrupulous use of political power. The question of the extent to which the 
people of tht Axis nations are guilty for the acts of their leaders is a 
controversial one, but one point which is clear is that it is the concern of 
every country to see that in the future they must show that they are 
capable of choosing wise leaders, or have those leaders chosen for them. 
At the recent conference in the Crimea, Prime Minister Churchill, President 
Roosevelt and Premier Stalin showed that among the “Big Three’ there 
is complete agreement concerning the need to stamp out all that is con- 
nected with Germany's repeated efforts to gain power through aggression 
during the past century. This will involve a very different type of leader- 
ship for the German people, but if this change can bé effected, it will go 
far towards ensuring peace in the years to come.

Q.—What coupons in our ration} 
;book are to be used for canning 
sugar? ‘ | 

A.—Canning sugar can be pur-| 
chased with the use of the preserves | 
coupons. Under this arrangement | 
there will be only two’ 
pons fcr the purchase of sugar, that} 
is, the regular sugar coupon good for 
one pound of sugar and the pre- 
ration allotment. Eight more coupons 
of sugar or the alternative value in} 
preserves. Two of these extra pre- 
serves coupons will become valid on 
March 15 to provide for’ early pre- 
|serving, which will bring coupons 41, 
42, 43 and 44 into usé. Two of these| 
coupons cover the regular preserves 
ration allotment. Eight more cupons 
will become valid for canning sugar 
on the 17th of May, and the other ten 
will be good on and after July 19.

Q.—I wish to order a gallon of 
maple syrup from Eastern Canada. 
Can you tell me what the procedure is. 

A.—If you wish to order one gal- 
lon of syrup, you must forward four 
preserves coupons to the nearest Local 
Ration Board. A _ special document 
will then, be mailed to you and you 
place your order with the producer. 
After June! ist the value of the pre- 
Serves coupons goes back to its former 
value of 24 fluid ounces. Each cou- 
pon now is worth 40 fluid ounces, as 
of February 19.

Q.—If I sell my house which I now 
have rented, how many months’ 
notice would I have to give the ten- 
ants who are living in it now? 

A.—You cannot give notice at all. 
The new purchaser must five six 
months’ notice and must plan on 
occupying the house for at least a 
period of one year or have the house 
occupied for the same period of time 
by the father, mother, son, daugh- 
ter, or daughter-in-law of the pur- 
chaser. You cannot ask a tenant to 
move between the dates of Septem- 
ber 30 and April 30 of the following

CLOTHES LINE FANS AT HEART 

In a vecent article in the Maple 
Leaf, Canadian Army newspaper in 
Italy, a poll’of’'CWACs serving in’ the 
Mediterranean aréa was taken on the 
question, “‘Women in the Post-War 
Army.”

Tuberculosis In Wartime 
Rapid Method Is Now Used For 
Examining The Lungs 

The most spectacular development 
in wartime tuberculosis work, Mass 
Miniature Radiography, is a method 
of examining the heart and lungs 
which has been made possible by the 
Modern camera using a high angle 
lens. It works as follows: the X- 
Tray tube sends rays through the 
patients chest and they form an im- 
age on the sensitive X-ray screen. The 
special camera with the large aper- 
ture takes a photograph of this chest 
image on a piece of cellyloid film, 
about gne inch square. These squares 
are on a continuous strip so arranged 
that hundreds of pictures can be tak- 
en in one hour. This continuous 
strip of film i8 then developed, and 
each picture, “containing the chest 
image and serial number of one indi- 
vidual case, is magnified on a screen 
so that it can be examined by the 
radiologist. Mass radiography, of 
course, is much cheaper than taking 
hundreds of full-sized films, and 
these miniature pictures give a gen- 
eral indication of whether the chest 
is normal or not, and whether a 
large film is desirable for more ade- 
quate inspection. 

' Mass radiography is not a method 
of final daignosis, and must not be 
treated as such. But it enables the 
population of a school, a factory, or 
even a whole area to be examined 
quickly and cheaply. It is largely in 
use throughont the fighting services 
A number of specially designed X-ray 
units are being manufactured, and in 
use throughout Britain. Two of the 
sets are to be sent to Russia by the 
British Ministry of Health (in Te- 
placement of two already. sent but 
unfortunately lost at sea). 

A GIANT CROCODILE 

The body of a giant crocodile, 
measuring 13 feet 4% inches, has 
been captured in the River Volta, 
near Asuchuare in the Gold Coast. 
It took 15 men to drag the body to 
dry land and two men to lift the 
head. In the crododile’s stomach 
were found 85 pebbles which, local 
people say, means the creature was 
85 years old.

Whitehorse, Yukon, is expected to 
have a population of 3,500 when 
normal times are resumed after the 
war, Horace EB.

- Restrictions Lifted 
Some Signs In Britain May Now ve 
Used Again 

Signs on shops and vehicles in 
Britain giving place names can be 
used again. Mr. Morrison has lifted 
a war ban, reports the Trans-Atlantic 
Daily Mail. When invasion threatened 
in 1940 display of any sign having 
the name, situation, direction, or dis- 
tance of any place was prohibited, if 
the sign could be read from a high- 
way, train, or low-flying plane. Un- 
der the new order the prohibition is 
limited to signs which can be read 
from low-flying aircraft. This will 
allow re-erection of large number of 
signs on shops and other business 
premises, although large-scale signs 
on prominent buildings will still be 
ruled out. If a sign is in a prominent 
position so that an uninterrupted 
view of it can be obtained from a 
low-flying plane, the lettering has to 
be not more than six inches high. 
Exhibition of place names on vehicles 
is exempted from all restriction.

Veteran’s 
Land Act .

Shree distinct types of settlement 
are available but in al] cases there 
must be reasonable assurance that the 
veteran will be able to succeed, 

Ful] time farming is the first wey 
for’ which land settlement is  pro- 
vided. As a general rule only men 


with good, practical farming ex 
perience will be established in this 
way since it is most likely thoso

The second type of establishment, 
the small holding settlement, is the 
p*cvision of a rural or sem) rural 
home on a small acreage of land near 
by the veteran’s regular place of in 
dustria] or other employment, In or- 
dev to qualify for this type of enter- 
pi‘se the veteran must have a job 
that is likely to be continuous, have a 
pension or other income or a pay-

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this class. There is no restriction as 


to the type of regular work in which 
he vateran engages while enjoying 
a small holding settlement, other 
than it must be a lawful occupation. 

(Commercial fishing is the third 
form of establishment under thea Act, 
by which smal] holdings with homes 
are coupled wih the purchase of com- 
mercial fishing equipment. Two vet. 
erans might obtain a home and land 
hglding and pool their commercial 
fifhing equipment, provided by tne 
Act, under a joint controvt with the 
Director. 

The primary objective of the Vet- 
evans Liand Act isto make it pos- 
sible for a veteran to become the own- 
er of the property he undertakes to 
purchase within his working days 
and to this end he is not being set- 
tiled with a debt on tha property 
which it would be impossible to re- 
pay. The State absorbs a substantial 
part of he cost of establishment prv 
vided the veteran fulfills the terms of 
his contract for ten years.

What a field this covers! Almost’ 
everything from seed treatment and 
school lunches to international trade 
and world citizenship. Now that so, 
any organizations are becoming 
involved in extension work, surel! 
it is about time that problems 
administration and operation be 
examined critically. e responsi« 
bilityefor examination rests not only, 
with government officials, but wit 
the farmers themselves. 

Extension services have, broadly, 
speaking, two functions, One is ta 
‘extend’ knowledge through publica. 
tions,@ adio, short courses, field 
cays, junior clubs, ete. The other is 
to provide, and advertise informa. 
tion and services whereby individual 
farmers can obtain the best available 
advice on specific problems. 

In the Prairie Provinces, we 
benefit from a number of extension 
se. vices, among which are the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture and universities. In 
addition, a good many non-govern- 
ment concerns endeavour to serve 
the farmer in an educational way. 
These include fertilizer, grain and 
machine companies; feed merchants, 


Our system, if such it can be 
called, has much to commend it, 
but it has weaknesses. We wonder 
how many farmers know where to 
take their own individual problems. 
They certainly have problems and 
technical agriculturists can often 
help; but there is no such thing as 
an expert on all problems.
